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NEGROES DRIVEN Away. | 


The Last One Leaves Decatur, Ind., 
Owing to Threats Made.

RICHMOND, Inad., July 13.—The last ne- 
gro has left Decatur, Ind. His departure 
was caused by the'‘anti-negro feeling. About 
a month ago a mob of fifty men drove out 
al} the negroes who were then making that 
city their home. Since that time the feel- 


ing against the negro race has been in- 
tense, so much so that an Anti-~Negro So- 
ciety was organized. 

The colored man who has just left came 
about three weeks ago, and since that 
time received many threatening letters. 
When he appeared on the streets he was in- 
sulted and jeered at. attack was threat- 
ened and he made a hasty exit. 

The anti-negroites declare that as De- 
catur is now cleared of negroes they will 
keep it so, and the importation of any more 
will undoubtedly result in serious: trouble. 
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
